NEW YORK UP)—President

Water Rates Hiked 


About 140 residents of the 
Dillon Beach area, customers 
of the Coast Springs Water Co., 
will soon be paying 50 per cent 
more for their water. 


The California Public Utili­ 
ties Commission yesterday gave 
the 
company 
permission 
to 
raise the rates either on June 
1 or within four days after new 
rate schedules are filed, which­ 
ever is later. 


While the new prices will not 


the firm, annual service charge 
for a three-fourths by three- 
eighths inch meter will go from 
$36 to $54. 
Quantity rates will go from 
40 to 60 cents per 100 cubic 
feet for the first 5,000 cubic 
feet, and from 30 to 45 cents 
per 100 cubic feet for any wa­ 
ter over 5,000 cubic feet. 
Coast Springs had asked per­ 
mission to charge $5 more for 
the annual meter charge, and a 
nickel more for each 100 feet 
be as high as those sought by |0f water, than the rates ap­ 
proved by the commission.

the city water supply. 
Jerome B. Gilbert, North Ma­ 
rin Water District manager, es­ 
timated cost of equipment to 
fluoridate the North Marin dis­ 
trict’s water supply at the Staf­ 
ford Dam treatment plant and 
the metering station in Peta­ 
luma on the aqueduct carrying 
Russian River water would to­ 
tal $15.101. He estimated an­ 
nual cost of the treatment at 
$6,783— or about 24 cents per 
person in the district. 
“ The board takes a neutral 
position in the question,” said 
Arnold Heise, board chairman. 
He said directors want to “ give 
the people of the district the 
opportunity to vote on the mat­ 
ter” and would be guided by 
the result. 
This will be the first vote on 
fluoridation in the North Ma­ 
rin Water District, which cov­ 
ers the areas of Novato. San 
Jose and 
Burdell School Dis­ 
tricts. 
Voters in 
Marin Municipal 
Water District turned down 
fluoridation proposals twice in 
1960. In the June primary elec- 
lost by only 84 votes— 19,051 
“ no” to 18.067 “ yes.” Put on 
the ballot again the following 
November, it was defeated by 
29,133 “ no” to 21.879 “ yes.”

It's Time To End Weekend 
Rabid Animal Foul-Ups 


11 . . . Complaints have triggered an 
investigation by County Administrator 
Alan Bruce, Mel L. Morse, manager of 
the humane society; and Dr. Carolyn B, 
Albrecht, county health officer, into 
what can be done to provide better pro­ 
tection for persons menaced by rabid 
animals— particularly on weekends.’* 


This item in the I-J last week set us 
to ruminating. 


There is nothing new about com­ 
plaints of failure to get health depart­ 
m ent or animal pound action on week­ 
ends. These complaints are “old stuff” 
to the health department and the hu­ 
mane society. 
In fact, we wonder if they haven’t 
heard so many complaints that they 
have come to regard them as normal 
and therefore tend to pay little atten­ 
tion to them. 


If you have had a child bit by a 
strange-acting wild animal, over the 
weekend, in all probability you experi­ 
enced a notable lack of interest or con­ 
cern on the part of the aforesaid health 
department and humane society. 
There is nothing new about this 
problem, as those of us involved in the 
past can attest. 
It has been brought to the attention 
of Mel Morse and Dr. Albrecht on pre­ 
vious occasions. They have made inves­ 
tigations and instituted adjustments in 
the operating procedures of their re­ 
spective organizations. 
But they haven’t eliminated the com­ 
plaints. 
Now they are going to investigate 
themselves again. 
If you ask us (especially those of us 
who have been involved in such prob­ 


lems as triggered the present self-inves­ 
tigation), an investigation by some out­ 
side agencv is what’s needed. 
We hesitate to suggest the G r a n d 
Jury; that's what people sometimes do 
when they wish to cast the shadow of 
suspicion on someone. 
We cannot conceive of any criminal 
wrong-doing in the present situation. 
But an outsider just might be able to 
tell those involved “the facts of life” 
more effectively than they seem able 
to determine for themselves. 
Mel Morse told the I-J that the answer 
is “more money to add more personnel 
and equipment.” 
That looks a little fallacious on its 
face. They seem to have sufficient per­ 
sonnel and equipment for five week 
days operation, but lapse on the w eek­ 
ends when demand and requirements 
seem greatest in the matter of the pos­ 
sible rabid animals. 
It looks to us like a simple rearrange­ 
ment of working schedules, to have 
people and equipment available w h e n 
needed, should be the starting point— 
not the bureaucratic refrain that m o r e 
money is needed. 
The 1963-64 budget provided $382,- 
000 for the operation of the county 
health department— more than $1,000 
per day, including Saturdays and Sun­ 
days. 
The county is giving the humane so­ 
ciety $99,520 for the year to provide 
pound and allied services. Nothing in 
the budget says the operation is to be 
limited to five days per week. 
With nearly half a million dollars be­ 
tween them, the two agencies ought to 
be able to provide service without sniv­ 
eling for more funds.

But the county aide admitted 
his optimism is guarded, since 
the problem has become one 
of the fastest growing and most 
difficult ones to face California 
agriculture in the state’s his­ 
tory. Thousands of dollars have 
been spent on research to de­ 
velop methods for killing the 
birds or driving them away. 


Many citizens, even farmers, 
sometimes mistake starlings for 
blackbirds, until they learn to 
watch out for starlings’ short 
tails and distinctive mode of 
flight, Ballard pointed out. 
“ We have spent many man 
hours on this problem,’’ he con­ 
cluded, “ and so far, wfe have 
been lucky in Marin, But we 
can see they are going to in­ 
crease. 
“ People thought the pigeons 
in San Francisco were some­ 
thing. Wait until they see those 
starlings when they move in!’*

The granddaddv of all nose­ 
bleeds is caused by hereditary 
telangiectasia. 
In this condi­ 
tion. the blood vessels in the 
lining membranes of the nose 
are so fragile they bleed pro­ 
fusely on the slightest provoca­ 
tion. Blood transfusions may 
be needed, particularly when 
packing does not control hem­ 
orrhage. A unique operation 
was devised several years ago, 
which reduced bleeding 80 per 
cent. The nasal membrane was 
removed 
and 
replaced with 
skin.

CHICAGO — A New York 
biochemist has discovered a 
totally new class of natural sub­ 
stances that could rank along­ 
side vitamins and antibiotics in 
importance to man. 
He calls them “pacifarins.” 
They seem to exist in tiny 
amounts in natural foods and 
give animals the uncanny abili­ 
ty to live “peacefully” with 
otherwise infective germs. Pa­ 
cifarins possibly explain why 
people in one part of the world 
resist diseases that afflict those 
in another part of the world. 


Dr. Howard A. Schneider 
of the Rockefeller Institute 
thinks it is time for nutrition 
research to come up to date 
and ferret out these sub­ 
stances. 


He says nutrition researchers 
must begin to get familiar with 
the genetic differences within 
the same species of animals. 
They must learn how these dif­ 
ferences affect health amid the 
safeguards and strains of the 
natural environment. This in­ 
volves a much broader examin­ 
ation of the role of diet in 
disease prevention over entire 
populations. 
Dr. Schneider reported the 
latest results in his pacifarin 
research to a nutrition session 
at the 48th meeting of the Fed­ 
eration of American Societies 
for experimental biology. He 
elaborated on his ideas in an 
interview. 
For the last two decades, 
Schneider has been studying 
the details of a pacifarin called 
SRE — short for salmonellosis 
resistance factor. It enables 
mice and chickens to live con­ 
tentedly with the otherwise 
fatal germ that causes typhoid 
fever. It is the first and so far 
the only d e f i n i t e pacifarin 
known. Schneider is convinced, 
however, there are others that 
will come to light once re­ 
searchers start l o o k i n g for 
them. 
He extracts his SRF pacifarin 


from a liquidfied mixture of 
egg white and a certain type of 
bacteria. This source gives him 
the best yield, although his 
first source was the natural 
wheat that was fed to Rocke­ 
feller Institute laboratory mice. 


Schneider says t h e im­ 
munity mechanism of the 
mice has nothing to do with 
pacifarin effectiveness. The 
term is not attacked by anti­ 
bodies or scavenger cells. It 
simply lives harmlessly and 
unharmed in the bodies of 
the mice — kept in check by 
pacifarin. Without the factor, 
typhoid fever ravages the 
bodies of the mice. 


How would pacifarin apply to 
human health? To illustrate, 
Schneider said influenza never 
has been completely under con­ 
trol. “Just as soon as somebody 
thinks he’s developed a vaccine 
against it,” Schneider said, “a 
new resistant strain pops up 
somewhere else. The flu issue 
is by no means settled yet. But 
a possible l'lu pacifarin could 
settle it.” 


A researcher would try to 
collect as genetically complete 
a mixture of a single animal as 
possible — say mice. Under 
carefully controlled conditions 
the scientist would feed the 
mice different “natural” diets, 
looking for the one that would 
confer resistance to the flu. On 
finding it, he would then try to 
separate the pacifarin. 


The difficulties would be 
in getting complete gencFc 
mixtures of mice — rep. - 
sentative samples of possible 
variables of a mouse strain— 
and in finding a truly natural 
diet. Both processes would be 
arduous and time consuming. 


“My general approach,” said 
Schneider, “is not to construct 
disease defenses on denial of 
disease factors, as is usually 
done today, but to find out 
more about the natural forces 
that are in operation to prevent 
disease.”
